Civilization— What is It? 
We wer? once conversing with a 
Chickasaw Indian, and spoke of the 
civilization of the white man in con­ 
trast with the barbarous state of the 
Indian. It caught the attention of the 
Indian. “Civilization, civilization,” 
said he, “ what is it ?” For the first 
time in our life, we began to consider 
the true definition of the word. The 
Indian discovered our perplexity, and 
undertook to help us out of the diffi­ 
culty by asking questions, as follows: 
“ Is civilization to live in fine house, 
ride fine horse, wear many fine 
clothes ?” We replied, “ no; this is 
only a result of civilization.” “Ah,” 
said he, “ I know; you wear fine 
watch and jewelry, and ride in car­ 
riage; you have one man to cook for 
you and comb your hair, and put sad­ 
dle on your horse, and one man make 
a big boat and you ride in it.” “ N e,” 
we answered; “ this is not civilization; 
these are also the results.” He paused 
and looked bewildered, and again 
asked, “ What is it ? Do you know?” 
We agreed to explain it, if he would 
be patient. We both seated ourselves 
at the root of a tree; he in agony to 
hear and we with the deepest anxiety 
to give a correct and intelligible an­ 
swer. After considerable thought, we 
said, “Civilization is, first, a true, 
honest heart; second, a wise head.” 
lie asked if that was all. We told 
him it was the best definition 
we could give. 
He shook his 
head and smiled, saying: “ White 
man got one-half, and Indian one- 
half.” We inquired, how is that—he 
said, “white man got the wise head, 
and Indian got the true, honest heart; 
white man read many books and learn 
many things, but they lie, cheat, 
steal, and curse each other mighty 
bad, and no one will trust the other. 
Not so with Indian. Indian will not 
lie to Indian, nor steal from him, nor 
curse him until white man make 
Indian drunk, and show him how to 
eneat.” But for this little incident we 
might have been a missionary. We 
have considered the matter well, and 
feel inclined to the belief that the in­ 
fluence of what are called civilized 
nations is not encouraging to barbar­ 
ous tribes. 


How to Reclaim Waste Places. 
It has been found in Santa Barbara 
county that simple cultivation of the 
soil and raising trees alone on the 
land have changed the character of 
the ground almost entirely as regards 
the amount of moisture contained in 
it, after three or four years cultiva­ 
tion. The dry uplands may thus soon 
be reclaimed and covered with fruit 
trees and vines in almost any part of 
the State. By cultivation the rain is 
all retained where it falls, while the 
evaporation is so much checked by 
plowing that the ground remains 
moist a few inches below the surface 
throughout the Summer. In a few 
years, as any one may see, the ground 
becomes filled with moisture, which 
dried out many feet deep before culti­ 
vation. At the same time the in­ 
creasing • foliage of the country in­ 
duces a larger rain-fall, and thus all 
the forces of nature unite in aid of 
man’s effort to till the soil. Fruit 
trees and vines can be made to grow 
moderately and eventually to flour­ 
ish finely on high, dry lands, 
which now lie worthless and barren, 
for the want of cultivation alone. 
Sweat will do it. No other irrigation 
is required. True, the trees and vines 
may only make out to live the first 
year, but they will grow the second 
and flourish the third. One grand ad­ 
vantage will result in lahor thus be­ 
stowed; the fruit especially peaches, 
apricots, apples and grapes, will be 
much more delicate in flavor and 
richer in saccharine qualities than if 
raised by irrigation. But it requires 
time, work and patience to attain 
these results. However, there is suf­ 
ficient reward in store to warrant the 
work. And there is no danger of 
over-doing this business. It is not 
possible to raise too much fruit of rare 
and delicate flavor, or too many grapes 
of the choicest varieties, since what 
cannot be consumed before decaying 
will be in great demand for drying by 
the new and invaluable methods now 
in use for saving fruit in a state al­ 
most as good as it would be if it could 
be kept just as it comes from the tree 
or vine. It is worth while, then, to 
make an honest effort to reclaim the 
waste places. 


An Accomplished Fact. 
Mr. G e o . B . D a v is , who came here 
ten days ago with the county right of 
the celebrated Alden Evaporator, has 
accomplished all that his visits prom­ 
ised, and he leaves to-day for San 
Francisco. He will return with his 
family on the steamer that leaves the 
city on the Ü8th iust. 
The same 
•steamer will land for Mr. D a v is five 
of the evaporators which will be set 
in operation on the site selected on 
Friday, as early as possible. The con­ 
tract for the building will be let im­ 
mediately, and the structure will be 
ready for the machinery when it ar­ 
rives at the time named. The Evap­ 
orator will be in operation in a few 
weeks—before the grape crop is ready 
to be converted into raisins. A num­ 
ber—perhaps half-a-dozen—evapora­ 
tors will be in operation in this county 
by the coming in of next year’s crop.

LETTER FROM DOWNEY CITY. 
Lands at Low Kates— Small Sized 
Pum pkins— Ponltry — “ Not In the 
Business.'’ 
E d it o r H e r a l d :—When one con­ 
siders the many advantages offered by 
the soil and climate of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, he wonders that good farming 
land can be bought so low. True, oc­ 
casionally land is sold here for enor­ 
mous prices, but these cases are excep­ 
tional. Good land can be purchased 
within a short distance of this place 
for thirty to fifty dollars per acre. To 
some even that seems high. The av­ 
erage small farmer could not purchase 
mauy acres at that price, but it is not 
necessary to purchase fifty or a hun­ 
dred acres in order to have half that 
quantity of tillable land. 
EVERY ACRE 
Is susceptible of cultivation, and in 
general ready for the plow. By the 
time a farmer can clear a small farm 
in many other States, be can make 
enough on one here to pay for the 
land. A man of moderate means can 
make a living here on less than half 
the land generally cultivated by such 
in other States. It is needless to give 
figures stating the quantity of corn, 
beets, pumpkins, alfalfa, etc., that 
may be raised in a country where 
pumpkins have actually 
W EIGHED 160 POUNDS, 
Each, and where other things grow in 
proportionate abundance. That would 
be telling an oft-repeated story, and 
one as often disoelieved, but which 
must be told when a true history of 
this remarkable country is given. At 
the risvk of being accused of “ exag­ 
geration,” the writer will state that 
he knows a lady whose poultry has 
brought her this year 
TWO HUNDRED DOLLARS. 
Yet she is not “ in the business.” A 
farmer may buy ten acres of land with 
five hundred dollars; a small house 
will cost one hundred; another hun­ 
dred will complete his outfit. An acre 
in beets, a few pumpkin vines, a small 
patch of alfalfa, some poultry and a 
hog to begin with, will insure him 
against want in the “grub” line. The 
delightful sea breeze, that is even now 
waited from the placid Pacific, will 
shield him from the heat of Summer, 
while in Winter he need not devote so 
large a part of his time to procuring 
fuei. On his diminutive farm, fruits 
and vegetables of almost every des­ 
cription can be grown. True, this is 
farming on a small scale, but it is pre­ 
ferable to cultivating more acres, 
working harder, and making less 
money. 
A PERSON OF LESS MODERATE MEANS 
Can do still better. He can set out 
an orchard, and in a short time his 
land will be worth from one hundred 
to a thousand dollars per acre. 
The fact that many farmers will sell 
is no bad omen. They are the first 
settlers—a class proverbial for opening 
up a country ana then leaving it to be 
enjoyed by others. They would go 
further West if they could. They do 
not think of returning whence they 
came. The attractions are too great 
for them to ever think of leaving Cal­ 
ifornia.

E d ito r La C rónica:—As per prom­ 
ise, I herewith forward you another of 
my spicy letters, as some newspapers 
who take the trouble to copy them are 
pleased to term them; but allow me 
first to correct an error. My last let­ 
ter was not dated July 25th as the Los 
Angeles H e r a l d and Santa Barbara 
Pre\s published, and as the original in 
La Crónica can testify. 
On the 12th of last month quite a 
calamity befell this city; Madame L. 
RafTour, wife of the proprietor of tlie 
Occidental hotel, «lied about 10 A. si., 
from the cifects of childbirth. The 
flags in town svere all at half-mast 
«luring the day, and hardly anything 
else was talked of but the sudden de­ 
cease of a lady so wTell loved and es­ 
teemed among all who knew her, hav­ 
ing lived many years in Santa Bar­ 
bara and been the author of many 
kind and charitable acts in her life­ 
time. 
Your correspondent knew her 
long before she was 
married and 
speaks from experience; he condoles 
with her husband in the great loss he 
has sustained, and echoes the senti­ 
ment of all Santa Barbarians when lie 
says, “May God keep him and his or­ 
phan children in His keeping, and 
may her soul rest in peace.” 
The funeral was announced to take 
place next day at 3 I*. M. At the ap­ 
pointed hour the casket containing 
the body was placed in the hearse, 
and the funeral cortege started. One 
solitary mourner followed the hearse. 
It was Mr. Raflbur. 
His silent but 
terrible grief was visible to all. Next 
followed deceased's brother, Mr. Emil 
Pomiei’, vrhcse sorrow knewr no bounds, 
and in order of proeessicü the Knights 
of Pythias, with forty-eight can'Btges 
following. Services were held in the 
Catholic Church, after which we ac­ 
companied the remains to the ceme­ 
tery for interment. 
On the 14th, as I was sauntering 
along i)e la Guerra street, on my way 
to Mr. Packard’s vineyard, I met an 
old friend, Mr. William Breck. 
I 
thought it was a very good opportu­ 
nity for another pioneer investigation, 
and here is the result: 
Mr. Breck was born in Boston, 
Mass., on the 17th of March, 1800. He 
is a medium-sized man, with beard us 
white as snow, and looks as though 
he had been considerably knocked 
about in the world. In 1830 he found 
himself in Oregon; but it must have 
been

cold 
for 
him 
there, 
for the 
same year 
he wandered 
down 
to Yerba Buena; 
but 
as 
no gold 
had 
been discovered in 
those primitive days, and being tired 
of roaming about he thought of going 
home. He soon shipped on board of a 
whaler and set sail; the wheel of for­ 
tune turned against him and he was 
shipwrecked on the Sandwich Islands. 
Though cast away, but nothingdaunt- 
ed, lie made the best of the situation, 
and instead of going home,turned K a­ 
naka for a while, and in 1837 returned 
to California and settled in Santa Bar­ 
bara, where lie married and has re­ 
mained ever since. He is the happy 
father of about a dozen children, and 
the old woman, Mrs. Breck, thinks the 
number will yet increase. 
Three of his sons, Edward, William 
and Joseph, are in the newly discov­ 
ered quicksilver mines, thirty miles 
from here, where they have claims. 
1 recently made a trip to those regions 
in tiicir coiftpany, and in my next will 
give you an account of my adventures 
there, what 1 saw and what I did; and 
being well acquainted with the district 
willgiveyou some reliable data, not 
like the Chronicle's “ Land-Grabbers 
at Work,” which springs from disap­ 
pointed speculators who were baffled 
in their endeavors to gobble up the 
Los Prietos y Najalayegua grant.

A Scientific Expedition. 


Through the kindness of the editors 
of La Crónica, we are enabled to fur­ 
nish our readers with the following 
translation: How certain it is that an 
intelligent man always finds some­ 
thing to admire, objects worthy of a 
careful study, things that mquire a 
minute investigation, though in places 
where the absent-minded and ignor­ 
ant find nothing worthy of note and 
particular attention. 
Some days ago 
our good friend, Dr. Gelcich, made an 
excursion to his new claim in the San 
Fernando petroleum district, a mile 
distant from the Rice claim, in com­ 
pany with Mr. Miguel Bruphy and 
the superintendent of the works, Don 
Luis Diaz. Before us we have a plan 
of the place, which, after having re­ 
ceived the necessary explanations, 
was drawn by our able publisher, and 
which will materially aid us in our 
work. 
About a quarter of a mile from what 
is known as the Rice claim and due 
southeast, they penetrated a cafion, 
finding very soon a veritable curiosity 
to which they gave due consffleration. 
It consisted of a trunk of a tree, 
fqrty feet 
long 
and of corpulent 
thickness, 
perfectly 
petrified. 
It 
luycd across the crystalline waters of 
a creek, and its roots were lost in its 
bottom. Before us we have samples 
of the petrified roots and bark of said 
tree, and when simply viewed it dif­ 
fers but little in resemblance to the 
bark and roots of a tree in its natu­ 
ral state; but their weight and the na­ 
ture of the matter composing them 
are very convincing proofs of their 
petrifaction. How a tree of such di­ 
mensions and iu sueli a situation 
could have been petrified, is beyond 
our comprehension; but perhaps, the 
tree having fallen centuries ago, time 
and the rains have changed the topo­ 
graphy of the ground there until dis­ 
covered transformed to its present 
condition. They likewise found pet­ 
rified shells, which is another proof 
that in some distant day the waters of 
the ocean ilowed toward these heights. 
But, perhaps the most curious tiling of 
all is a species of eake formed by a 
petrified bone of a round shape, and 
twenty-eight inches in circumference; 
one side is smooth and appears to have 
been exposed to the action of the 
waves for years and years, the other is 
spongy and has clearer indications of 
its nature. Its color is nearly natural. 
The Doctor thinks that said bone is 
part of the vertebral column of a 
whale, and we do not hesitate to ad­ 
mit that it is from some of the great 
cetaceans known by antediluvians; it 
is a noticeable fact that these fossil re­ 
mains abound in this locality, which 
affirms our theory. 
Following their way through the 
cafion, they found about seven natural 


caves formed in the solid rock, each 
of which could aflord shelter to several 
persons; approaching the caves they 
found them full of honey, deposited 
by some swarms of bees. Our friends 
baptized them with 
the name of 
“ Fingall,” celebrated in the history 
of Scotland. On the opposite side of 
these eaves is an enormous rock, sit­ 
uated at least sixty feet above the bot­ 
tom of the cafion, and almost at the 
foot of said rock, is a small crack, 
through which the blade of a knife 
can hardly penetrate, and out of which 
tuns a clear and crystaline stream of 
sulphate of iron water; down this 
natural fountain, the rock has ac­ 
quired a dark reel color, which is a 
sure sign of the ecumenical virtues of 
these waters. The efficacy of these 
waters is well known by nil, as they 
have been examined by the Doctor 
and found to be of excellent quality 
for certain diseases, such as extreme 
debility, nsthma, dyspepsia, etc. 
The mountains on each side tower 
to a great height, and are abundantly 
supplied with pines, oaks, laurels, 
walnut trees, willows, alder trees, etc., 
all of which are of gigantic size, and 
some over two hundred feet high. A 
stream of sweet and clear water runs 
permanently in the cafion. 
Continuing tlieirway toan elevation 
of 4,000 feet above the level of the sea, 
and about two hundred feet distant 
from a beautiful cascade which forms 
the creek they found an enormous rock 
which forms á great natural tank, but 
so perfect that it seems to owe its ex­ 
istence to human hands instead of to 
the caprices of nature. Wherever they 
went they found indications of exist­ 
ing depositsof petroleum, and inspired 
by so much beauty they gave the place 
the name of the native country of our 
good friend, Doctor Gelcich. That is, 
they called it “ Dalmazia.” 
They 
baptized the cascade with the name of 
“ Scardona,” a historical name of 
Dalmazia, and soon after the three 
gentlemen took possession of the place 
according to the laws of onr State and 
the mining district. 
Prodigal has been the creation of 
riches by nature in these regions, and 
nothing is more just than that our en­ 
terprising men should take advantage 
Of ifcem to augment the wealth of our 
country. Doctor Gelcich has proven 
himself to be a true benefactor of our 
county, and for that reason we heart­ 
ily wisli him to be so recognized, hop­ 
ing at the same time that he may 
meet with the most complete success 
in his undertakings, as it is well de­ 
served by one who, sacrificing years 
and money, lias dedicated himself to 
foment the riche9 which we enjoy in 
our privileged soil. 


The Murder. 


The following facts were elicited at 
the inquest on the body of the man 
killed on Friday evening: A party of 
young men who live iu the vicinity of 
Santa Anita ranch, and who had just 
got through a job of threshing, came 
into town and got on a “ run.” 
Dur­ 
ing the afternoon, two of them —Levi 
Tidrow and Alonzo Reed—sauntered 
through Sanchez street, where they 
met a Mexican woman known as Mrs. 
Gardiner, whom they accosted. She 
invited them to her house, and they 
followed her to Oliveras street, and 
into the same house where Mendioroz 
was killed by Fernandez some weeks 
ago. Tidrow went out to Pelanconi’s 
and bought a bottle of wine, and while 
he was absent, a fellow known by the 
name of Frank Edwards entered the 
room, and in a gruff manner said 
that was his 
place, and ordered 
Reed out. He left and joined Tidrow, 
who in the meantime laid purchased 
tiie wine. As they were passing the 
«loor, Edwards came out and invited 
them in again. They entered and all 
drank freely. 
At length Edwards, 
who seems to be possessed of a wholly 
brutal 
nature, knocked down 
the 
woman, Gardiner, and was beating 
her severely, when Tidrow told him 
not to hurt her. He then turned on 
Tidrow, 
and they scuffled. 
Reed 
thought things were not inviting in 
that room and tried to leave, but the 
door was fastened. He then made a 
break through a window. As he went 
out Tidrow called on him, and as he 
turned he saw Edwards putting one of 
his hands in his pocket. Reed then 
effected his escape from the room ami 
found himself in the back yard of the 
premises. As he was looking for an 
outlet, he heard Tidrow call to him 
and say, “Hold on, Alonzo, I ’m get­ 
ting blind?” Alonzo turned round, 
and asked him what was the matter, 
and he said that Edwards had stabbed 
him. Tidrow then went into a little 
back room, where a man was leaning 
over a table half asleep, and put his 
hands upon him. 
Reed went out in­ 
to the street for help, and when lie re­ 
turned, Tidro was dead. Deputy Sher­ 
iff Sanchez arrested Edwards, and the 
body of the murdered man was taken 
to the Station House. The knife with 
which the wound was inflicted is a 
medium-sized pocket-knife, with a 
dirk-shaped blade. The post-mortem 
examination disclosed that the knife 
had entered tLie left breast, between 
the fourth and fifth ribs, taken a 
downward range and severed the curve 
of the aortal artery, producing inter­ 
nal extravasation. A fellow named 
Wallace was arrested on the premises 
last evening, but he turned out to be 
a mere worthless hanger-on, and not 
criminally connected with the trans­ 
action. The jury returned a verdict 
that the deceased came to his deatii 
from a knife wound inflicted by Frank 
Edwards. Edwards was held to await 
the action of the Grand Jury. 


As near as we have been able to 
figure it down, our Santa Monica cor­ 
respondent, “ Lou Lewis” has been 
led into error concerning the action of 
two gentlemen of this city who visited 
the sea-side some two weeks ago. We 
are informed that they did not insult 
the occupants of a tent, and we have 
seen a written apology, signed by the 
person who is said to have been so ter­ 
ribly insulted, in which he acknowl­ 
edges at least one of the parties to be 
n gentleman. Correspondents should 
remember that there is always two 
sides to a story.

In all cases of license to keep n bar, saloon, 
grocery or dance house, th e persons applying 
for the sam e shall give bond w ith security to 
be approved by tbe Mayor of the city, before 
the delivery of any 'Icense, in t lie sum of five 
hundred (8500) dollars, to the M ayor and 
Common Council of the city of Los Angeles, 
conditioned th a t they will pay all licences 
due to the city under th is ordinance or any 
other ordinance relating thereto, and th at 
they will keep a quiet and orderly house, 
and upon the indication orappearance of any 
disturbance or threatened breach of tlie peace
